.. As was the case last year, smaller acreages have been and are being harvested 
' than were indicated in March, when many seeds had not been planted and acreage 


figures reported in a number of instances represented intentions to plant or 
harvest. Furthermore, some abandonment of acreage through unfavorable weathers 
insects, or labor conditions occurred this year. Only in the cases of hybrid and 
open—pollinated sweetcorn, loose-leaf lettuce, and summer and-winter squash are 
larger acreages now indicated than in March. The kinds which:showed the greatest 
reductions in acreage from the March intentions are romaine lettuce, dwarf: green 
beans, Swiss chard, rutabaga, cucumber, turnip, radish, and tomato. 

Growers producing 90 percent or more of each of 17 kinds of vegetable seeds sub- 
mitted reports. in the September inquiry. The 5 kinds for which reports are less 


. ‘complete are tomato, turnip, cucumber, spinach, and cauliflower. Some changes 


‘in the July and September inquiry indications, shown in the accompanying table, 


are attributed to the fact that a number of firms reporting in the latter in- 
quiry did not report in the July inquiry. Other changes are due to.a re-appraisal 
of crops by growers. ‘Final production figures, after cleaning operations have 
been completed, ‘should be approximately the same as those given in the last 
column of the accompanying table for all but a few seeds.
